Asked by this reporter to de­ 
fine "ultimate weapon,"* the gen­ 
eral replied: "The atomic bomb*" 
"They 'll understand the lash 
when lrs put to them," he added.

against Chinese Reds in Korea, 
CrDonnell replied: 
"I believe we should have 
cracked the Chinese Communists 
hard and smacked the hell out 
of them as soon as we had them 
Identified after they crossed the 
(Yalu) river.

"There's nothing else we can 
do now that .will put the hex on 
them.”

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TRUE QUALITY OF HEROISM 
What strange, spark makes a man a hero 
In battle? 
Perhaps it’s something that really defies 
definition. Maybe we shouldn’t try. but 
should instead Just be grateful that we have 
heroes. For no one can doubt that any 
army is the better for the heroic deeds' of 
Its bravest men. 
Five American heroes, all either dead or 
missing as result of the fighting in Korea, 
were honored by President Truman the other 
day with the nation’s highest military 
tribute—the Congressional Medal of Honor. 
Amcmg the five was Gal. William F. Dean, 
a top U. S. field commander until his dis­ 
appearance in action around Taejon last 
summer. The others. Lt. Frederick Henry 
of Clinton, Okla.; Blaster Sgt Travis Wat­ 
kins of Gladewater, Tex.; Sgt Charles 
Turner of Boston, and Pvt Melvin Brown 
of Mahaffey, Pa. 
All of these men performed acts of brav­ 
ery above and beyond the call of duty. In 
almost every cgpe, their courage saved the 
lives of other men, who went on to fight 
and may still be fighting. 
Let’s look at Just one of these heroes, to 
sample the true quality of heroism under fire. 
We’ll take Brown, who happens to be low­ 
est in rank. A member of an engineers' 
combat battalion, he distinguished himself 
while his outfit was engaged with the North 
Koreans near Kasan last September 4. 
The Reds counter-attacked ag his platoon 
was attempting to secdie what was known 
simply as Hill 755. Brown's citation reads: 
"Taking a position on a 50-foot-high wall, 
he delivered heavy rifle lire on the enemy. 
His ammunition was soon expended and, 
although wounded, he remained at his post 
and threw his few grenades at the attack­ 
ing. . . . When his supply af grenades was 
exhausted, his comrades from nearby fox­ 
holes tossed others to him and he left his 
position, braving a hall of fire, to retrieve 
and throw them at the enemy. 
"The attackers continued to assault his 
position and Private Brown, weaponless, 
drew his intrenching tool from his pack and 
calmly waited until they, one by one, peered 
over the wall—delivering each a crushing 
blow upon the head. Knocking ten or twelve 
enemy from the wall, his daring action so 
Inspired his platoon that they repelled the 
attack and held their position/9 
Of such stuff Is the defense of liberty 
made. 
Private Brown may never again walk the 
streets of Mahaffey, Pa. But wherever free­ 
dom is enshrined, his memory will reside 
for all time.

THE POWER OF THE FURSE • 
The quarrel between President Truman and the 
Congreet may resolve Itself Into an inquiry Into the 
constitutional question of the power of the purse. 
Even on the Democratic side it is evident that sup­ 
porters of the President's policies feel that he 
should not, at this time, raise constitutional issues 
which need not be raised. 
Senator Paul Douglas 
of 
a supporter of Mr. Truman's war pro- 
grim, indicated that clearly. 
The President's position, stated on January ll, 
is that he admits that Congress controls the punt, 
but that if Congress disagrees with him, he will go 
to the people. 
Of course, that is precisely what 
Congress did in the last election: The whole of the 
House cf Representatives and one-third of the Sen­ 
ate were then elected. By the only legal process 
available in this country th* people were gone to 
and they made choices. 
The Constitution is altogether clear on this 
subject 
‘No money shall bn drawn from the Treasury, 


published from time to time.1 
* Hie power of Congress in the control of our 
money is absolute. Congress, in turn, is responsible 
only to the people, whose decisions are made at 
e le c tio n s . The President may vgto an appropriation 
bill, but he may not expend a cent unless Congress 
so authorizes him. 
Ours is a government of limited and enumerated 
powers. No one can assert legal power; it must be 
granted either by the Constitution or by Congress. 
The money power is enumerated as belonging to 


° OI?heBobject of this provision in the Constitution 
is to prevent a President from becoming a tyrant. 
After all, if he could raise and use money without 
restraint, he could govern as a dictator without 
authorization by Congress or by the interdicts^ of 
the Supreme Court. Our government would then 
be an autocracy. 
Lord Bryce, in his masterpiece, 'The American 
Commonwealth," explains the congressional control 
of the purse as follows: 
“. . . If he were to engage in military opera­

The Washington Merry-Go-Round

Washington — Not much gets 
into the newspapers about the 
social lobby these days, but an 
awful lot of business is still done 
over Washington dinner tables— 
even including war contrada. 
The other day, Victor Emanuel, 
a power behind the far-flung 
Avco Manufacturing Corporation, 
Standard Gas and Electric, Croa­ 
ky Broadcasting, and Republic 
Steel, gave a dinner in honor of 
Stuart Symington, svelte, efficient 
head of the National Security Re­ 
sources Board. 
Symington got a lot of publicity 
once before from accepting the 
hospitality of Floyd Odium of 
Consolidated Vultee, who manu­ 
factured B-36 * at a time when 
Symington was buying B-36's for 
the air forces.

At any rate, Symington, an ex­ 
tremely busy man, went to the 
dinner, which was attended by 
various bigwigs, including homey 
Sen. Homer Capehart of Indiana. 
Later it developed that Homer had 
used the dinner to db some quiet 
lobbying on war contracts. 
Dinner-Table Friend 
Senator Sparkman of Alabama 
has just written a penetrating re­ 
port showing how small business­ 
men are not able to get war con­ 
tracts. He should have Included in 
his rsport the following letter of 
November 30 from Victor Eman­ 
uel to John Craig, general man­ 
ager of the Croaky division of the 
Avoo Manufacturing Co., in Cin­ 
cinnati as an Illustration of how 
little business can get war bual- 
ne**—if you have a father in the 
Senate and if you attend the 
proper dinner parties.

Washington, Jan. 19—Relations 
between Congress and President 
Truman 
are 
getting 
better. 
There's a rift in the clouds and a 
bit of amicability is beginning to 
appear. 
Apparently President Truman 
didn't mean to be bruaque with 
Congress last week when he slid, 
in effect, he would consult Con­ 
gress but would do as he please* 
about sending troops abroad. He 
told the reporters that maybe 
they didn't write the story the 
wsy he meant it. They, of course, 
wrote what they heard him say. 
Mr. Truman thinks the implica­ 
tions of his words were perhaps 
misconstrued or ignored. 
These misunderstandings 
will 
occur. 
Mr. Truman is really not 
complaining that the reporting 
was unsound but that at times 
things don't sound in print like 
they sound when he says them. 
Maybe they ought to have a sys­ 
tem of sound effects to cure this 
so that the exact intonation of 
voice could be recorded. 
Maybe 
the whole press conference should 
be put on radio and television so 
that the public—whose business is 
being discussed—can judge for it­ 
self what the inflections of a pres­ 
idential voice really mean. 
As for Congress, there are signs 
that Senator Taft is softening or 
clarifying his position, too. 
He 
wouldn’t object to sending troops 
to Europe, he says, but wants 
Congress to spell out some sort 
of ratio so that America will sup­ 
ply certain divisions and the other 
nations some divisions in proper 
proportion. 
Anyway, there seems to be a 
convergence 
toward 
agreement. 
So far as foreign governments are 
concerned, they can properly de­ 
rive from 
these 
modifications, 
clarifications, 
and 
explanations 
that the executive and legislative 
branches of the American govern­ 
ment are beginning to see eye to 
eye on the major things—they are 
agreed on what the diplomats call 
the “principle," and there are just 
some slight details of difference 
on how the principle shall be ap­ 
plied. . 
Basically there never was any 
doubt that. lf the President asked 
Congress for authority to station 
our troops in Europe as a part of 
our North Atlantic treaty obliga­ 
tion, he would get such authority 
by overwhelming vote. The legal­ 
ists who told him a bad precedent 
would be created if he asked for 


such- authority wert giving Mr. 
Truman poor advice. 
The rm * 
dent of the United States can al­ 
ways act of his own initiative la 
sending troops out of the country 
if there is danger.

I sn. But where there la time, the 
words of the Constitution would 
seem to imply that he ask for 
congressional authority soon after 
he sends the troops abroad, if not 
before.

The trouble with parents and 
youths today is that they visualize 
the next war—if it comes—will be 
like the last war.

All the evidence pointed in the 
same direction, so South assumed 
that West had started with only 
one diamond. He therefore took 
the diamond finesse and made his 
contract.

to the emphasis on 
“the whispering pines and the 
hemlocks.” “I am inclined to think 
we have grown up a generation 
who think they are nature lovers,” 
he smiled, “when in reality they 
are lovers of natural beauty. And 
gCL tonight, with deliberation, I 
propose to ignore what we think 
of as the beauties in nature. N at­ 
ural 
beauty 
is 
merely 
coinci­ 
dental.” 
Large aad Exotic 
Turning to the weird and won­ 
derful world of Okefenokee, Ram­ 
sey described the swamp country 
a t the larg est, most primeval, 
and strangely exotic in the con­ 
tinent/' The swamp islands them­ 
selves, he described as masses of 
matted, semi-tropical vegetation, 
which, breaking from the swamp 
bottom, 
float 
on 
the 
surface, 
often 
bearing large stands of 
trees and heavy growth. Okefeno­ 
kee, which means in Seminole 
dialect, "land of trembling earth,” 
Is, he assured the group, no exag­ 
geration. 
He compared walking 
on the swamp islands to "walking 
on a huge inner-spring mattress, 
while the land moves in concen­ 
tric circles as when a pebble is 
thrown into a pool of water.” 
Unusual, fantastic, and little 
known, he stressed that even the 
natives living in the shadow of 
the swamp, alb afraid of its out­ 
standing sinister side. The vast 
folklore, 
which has growl 
through 
the 
generations, 
stresses 
the 
swamp's 
dangers, 
which even today remains im­ 
penetrable and half unexplored.

Of these* 50 were formal 
delinquency cases and 15 informal 
cases. Neglect cases decreased 
from 32 in 1949 to only four dur­ 
ing 1950. Physically handicapped 
cases increased 12 to a total of 
59, of which 31 were boys and 28 
girls. Neglect cases which were 
adjudicated by the court resulted 
m the children being committed 
to the care of the welfare com­ 
missioner for placement in homes.

Chile faced bread shortages and 
transportation curtailments today 
as some 6,000 striking bakery, 
railroad and race track employes 
defied government orders to re­ 
turn to their jobs. The strikes, 
which originated in the Santiago 
area, yesterday, were termed by 
the .government as Communist in­ 
spired. President Gabriel Gonzalez 
Videla refused to meet walkout 
leaders until the workers returned 
to their jobs. 


Washington, Jan. 19 (A** — The 
assertion by Maj. Gen. Emmett

from Korea in California, that the 
A-bomb should be used on Red 
China aroused private speculation 
here about his future. 
His 
declarations 
immediately 
recalled that the last Air General 
who ventured into the field of in­ 
ternational policies is now retired. 
Maj. Gen. Orvil Anderson got in­ 
volved last summer in the debate 
about preventive war. He told re­ 
porters that if he was ordered to, 
“I can break up Russia’s five 
A-bomb nests in a week." When 
Anderson said that he was com­ 
mandant of the Air War College 
at Maxwell Base. Ala. Gen. Hoyt 
Vandenberg, Air Force chief of 
staff, suspended him immediately, 
then six weeks later announced 
Anderson was being transferred to 
command of a technical training 
unit In Texas. Anderson requested 
retirement. It was granted. There 
was no Indication whether any ac­ 
tion against O'Donnell is contem­ 
plated. 
Policy Makers Shudder 
Official Washington is stepping 
gingerly' through a maze of deli­ 
cate international situations. So 
the policy makers shudder at the 
possible impact abroad of vigor­ 
ously phrased continents by gen­ 
erals. 
President Truman 
has been 
uestioned at several news con­ 
er e nee* on the subject of atomic 
bomb use. 
On June 29 he declined to say 
whether it might be used in Ko­ 
rea; on July 27 he said the bdmb’s 
use was not then under considera­ 
tion; on Nov. 30 he said active 
consideration was being given to 
use of the bomb against Chinese 
Communists if that step was nec­ 
essary. But this- latter comment 
was followed a few hours later by 
a White House statffnent that: 
there had been no new considera­ 
tion of using the bomb: the Presi­ 
dent is the only one who can au­ 
thorize its use and he had not 
done so. 
To Ban Use of Nickel 
Washington, Jan. 19 (A*»—The 
government is about ready to ban 
; non-essential use of nickel—such 
us for automobile trim, a National 
Production Authority (NPA) of­ 
ficial told Congress today. David 
I Carson^ chief of NPA’s iron and 
steel division, said the order will 
be issued "in the next day or so." 
Carson told the Senate Small 
Business Committee the order will 
earmark the short supply of nickel 
for military purposes and essential 
consumer needs.

New York, Jan. 19 Vt)—High 
bail was set today for two broth­ 
ers charged with bribery and con­ 
spiracy in alleged attempts to fix 
college basketball games.

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Slight Decrease 
In Delinquency Is 
Reported by Judge 


There was a slight decrease in 
the numbed of formal delinquency 
cases disposed of in Children’s 
Court during the past year, ac­ 
cording to the annual report of 
Judge John M. Cashin filed with 
the board of supervisors. However 
the number of informal cases in­ 
creased slightly. A formal case is 
one in which a petition has been 
filed, an informal case is one in 
which an adjustment is made 
without the filing of a complaint. 
Cases of neglect also decreased 
but 
the number of physically 
handicapped children handled by 
the court increased. 
The number of adults brought 
into Children’s Court increased, 
during 1949 the number of formal 
adult cases was 63 and in 1950 
the number increased to 71. One, 
adult case was handled informally 
in 1950. 
194 Formal Cases 
In the annual report for 1950, 
which covers a 14 months perfbd 
up to January I, 
1951. 
Judge 
Cashin states there were 194 for­ 
mal cases disposed of and 16 in­ 
formal. Of these’ 50 were formal 
delinquency cases and 15 informal 
cases. 
Neglect cases decreased 
from 32 in 1949 to only four dur­ 
ing 1950. Physically handicapped 
cases increased 12 to a total of 
59, of which 31 were boys and 28 
girls. Neglect cases which were 
adjudicated by the court resulted 
in the children being committed 
to the care of the welfare com­ 
missioner for placement in homes. 
Most of the adult cases were 
what is known as “support pro­ 
ceedings” in which petitions were 
filed by wives or other interested 
parties charging a husband or fa­ 
ther with failure to provide ade­ 
quate support for the wife or 
children. 
In such cases the re­ 
spondent either was ordered to 
contribute to the support and 
maintenance of his family or he 
agreed to do so voluntarily and 
the petition was dismissed. 
During the year consent was 
granted to two girls under the 
age of 16, but over 14 years of 
age to marry. 
Six boys and two girls were 
certified to institutions for mental 
defectives. 
Appreciate Assistance 
In his report Judge Cashin 
acknowledges the assistance given 
his office by the children's work­ 
ers of the Ulster County Depart­ 
ment of Public Welfare, the pro­ 
bation officer, Catholic Charities 
agent* sheriff and his staff, state 
and city police and various police 
departments of the county. 
Burglary and unlawful entry 
and stealing headed the list of of­ 
fenses 
for 
which 
delinquency 
tharges were brought. There were 
twelve boys involved in burglary 
and unlawful entry and the same 
number charged with stealing. 
Five boys were before the court 
for auto stealing. 
Two boys and 
one girl came before the court on 
charges of being ungovernable. 
Sex offenses accounted for one 
charge against a boy and three 
girls. Acts of carelessness or mis­ 
chief brought ll boys and one girl 
before the court. There was one 
case of injury to person and one 
boy was brought before the court 
on a charge of operating an auto­ 
mobile without a license and leav­ 
ing the scene of an accident. 
Haadicapped Childre* 
There were 29 cases of boys and 
24 cases of girls before the court 
under the heading of physically 
handicapped children in need of 
physical care and two boys and 
four girls in need of education. 
Physical care was ordered in 52 
cases, education ordered in four 
cases and petition was denied in 
three cases. 
Among the adult cases before 
the court 60 men were charged 
with inadequate support of depen­ 
dents; eight were charged with 
children bom out of wedlock and 
there was one man and two 
women brought before the court 


for violation of the education law. 
All cases in Children’s Court 
are before the Court in secret ses­ 
sion and none of the cases which 
come before the court are given 
publicity. Names of offenders are 
not revealed and little publicity is 
ever given the work of the Judge 
of the Children’s Court because of 
the restrictions placed 
by 
law 
upon the action of that court. 
The report, together with the 
statistical breakdown of the work, 
was flied with the Board of Super­ 


visors at its organization
